THIS WAS AT JOHANNESBURG 


ACCUSED OF WRONG-DOING BY 
BRITISH POLITICIAN. 


Henry C. Sparr Writes to the Post- 
Dispatch of His Conviction and 
Imprisonment Which He 
Declares Was Absolutely 
Without Justice. 


For 19 months, ending July 17 last. Henry 
C. Sparr, son of a proprietor of the old 
Planters’ House of this city, wore a con- 
viet's garb, worked at hard labor and suf- 
fered all the hardships and privations of 
the British prison at Johannesburg if the 
Transvaal. 

According ‘oO papers submitted to the 
United States consul at Pretoria, Sparr was 


arrested because of alleged ‘questionable 
transactions in the handling of a stock 
ef goods belonging to William Hosken & 
Co., during the time of the Transvaal war 
and prior to the British ecct pation 

In his papers, Sparr's attorney declures 
that what appeared to be an irregularity 
} wr 2 simply the effort of Mr. Sparr and one 

. €. Taylor to so dizpose of the stock of 
Hlosken & (v.. which was left in their 
charge. that it would not be lost to Mr. 
Hosken because of the prominent part he 
took in the anti-Boer movement. 

The statement contained in the papets 
Fave: “There was no surprise in town 
when it was known that the stock of this 
firm (William Hosken & Co.) was being 
offered at advantageous figures to anyone 
who would take the risk of having it found 
on their premises by the Boer commander- 
ing officers. Several merchants in town 
took the risk in good faith and with the 
best intention toward Hosken & Co. It was 
reasonable enough to believe that cash to 
Sny amount was better to the firm than 
worthless commandeering receipte.”’ 

After the British occupation of Johannes- 
burg and the return of Mr. Hosken to Jo- 
hannesburg. action was begun against Mr. 
Sparr and T. J. Watson, Mr. Taylor having 
returned to the United Stes. 

In a statement written to the Post-Dis- 
patch by Mr. Sparr,. he gives the following 
Statement of his arrest, conviction and im- 
Pe enment. and also some of the details of 
is prison life and the indignities he was 
eompelled to suffer without just cause.

This is an American's experience in Jo- 
Mannesburg, Transvaal. South Africa, dur- 


ing the rule of mariial law: 
A sentence of 18 months of hard labor was 
aesed on me and one T. J. Watson.

the war. The sentence was passed by the 
mifitary high court which consisted of 
three officrs of the British army, Maj. 
M. OUrien presiding. I was arrested 
the statement of William Hosken Sept 
1900, and let out on £1600 ball, furnished by 
J. Wilkinson, an American, on Oct. 1. 

was tried Dec. 12, sentenced Sept. 17 and lib- 
erated July 17, 1902, after serving 19 months. 

Being practically without funds, I ac- 
cepted the services of a very sterling young 
attorney, who made every effort tn my be- 
half. He protested that the case wasa civil 
one and should not be tried by military 
court. but without avail. In his concluding 
address he claimed that no collusion, theft 
or fraud had been proven. 

After my sentence I appealed to the 
Inited States consul, Mr. William B. Gor- 
den, requesting that copies of the proceed- 
ings of my trial be obtained and forwarded 
of the United 
Biates, demanding my release and substan- 
tial damages for defamation of character 
as well as for false imprisonment. This he 
refused to do, owing to the cost, which I 
was unable to furnish, and 1 was left to 
my fate. 

On my arrival at the fort, I was 
numbered and the con- 
spicuous broad arrow was placed on each 
article. The stock of hats And socks being 
exhausted, I was allowed to wear my own 
Stetson. I was placed in the white convict 
yard with 175 others. This yard was separ- 
ated from the Boer prisoners by a 15-foot 
brick wall, and aleo from the native Kaffir 
prisoners. The cells, about 8x10 feet, were 
each occupied by four prisonere. We were 

ven three single blankets each for our 
aw on the board floors. 

The dining room. which was also used as 
a church on Sunday, had bare tables on 
trussels We were provided with a spoon to 
eat with, but A tape 2 to the shortage, for 
oo three single blankets each for our 


ngere. 

The bill of fare was headed, “‘Half Ra- 
tions,”” and consisted of the following al- 
lowances daily: 12 ounces of raw meat, It 
ounces of raw cornmeal, 1 pint of soup, 
containing #0 ounces of vegetables or 12 
ounces of rice. The last was a myth, as 
the soup never contained for over a year @ 
single particle of the articles named, and 
the 12 ounces of raw meat, when cooked, 
made about § ounces of the toughest work- 
oxen meat I have ever had to eat. The 
Victoria pudding, or mealie pap, was bolled 
etale, musty cormeal with water, such as 
Americans are in the habit of feeding to 
the hogs. This, with 8 ounces of brown 
bread. was our diet for the firet year. “We 
complained and were informed that the doc- 
tor had stated “our food was sufficient to 
suatain life.” 

After nine months the American consul, 

» Gordon. called. T stated to him that I 
2ad been hungry since the day I had been 
incarcerated, and, as | put the matter 
strong. I was espectally marked by the 
jail officials for future dgisfavors. | also 
atated to the consul thaf I could not see 
why the British authorities were allowed 
to retain foreign subjects and compel them 
to do the hardest of labor with pick and 
shovel and wheelbarrow on insufficient ra- 
tions, admitted by themselves to be only 
sufficient to sustain life. As the German 
consul had also been appealed to, some 
three months later, our rations were dou- 
bied

The greatest jail crime was that of 
having tobacco or watches on your per- 
son. For the first year we were stripped 
on an average of once a week during the 
winter and summer. The punishment, as 
a rule, was for the first offense three days’ 
solitary confinement and spare diet; the 
second offense, seven days, and for addi- 
tional offenses, the old-time stocks. Pun- 
ishment was inflicted for incivility if a 
prisoner did not call the guard ‘‘sir.”’ We 
were drilled nearly as much as soldiers. 
Our mail was all censored. Every Sunday 
we were paraded out with our hats off to 
be inspected. I noticed that the offictals 
exaeted from the Kaffir natives the obedi- 
ence of siaves, by compelling them to re- 
move their hats and always remain un- 
covered in the presence of the governor of 
the fort, either in the fort or in the 
street at work. 

The last Sunday tn each month was vis- 
itingwiay and prisoners were allowed to see 
visitors, but I was not allowed to see any 
visitos except my attorney by special 
permission. 

The prisoners were

The language commonoly used by 
the advocates of the method implies that 
they mean all articles made by large cor- 
porations, and that the changes in tariff 
are to be made with punitive Intent toward 
these large corporations. 

"Or course, if the tariff ig to be changed 
in order to punish them, it should be 
hanged so as to punish those that do iil, 
not only those who are prosperous. It would 
neither be just sor expeaient to punish 
the’ big corporations as big corporations; 
what we wish to do is to protect the peo- 
ple from any evil that may grow oul of 
their existence or maladministration. Some 
of these corporations do well and others do 
i}. 

“If, in any case, the tariff is found to 
foster a monopoly which does Ill, why, of 
coulise, no protectionist would object to the 
modificagion of the tariff’ to remedy the 
evil. 

“Rut, in very feow cases, does the so- 
called trust reatly monopolize the market. 
Take anv very big corporation which con- 
tro.s, say something over half the products 
of a given industry. Surely, in rearrang+ 
ing the schedules affecting such a big cor- 
it would be necessary to con- 
siter the Interests of its smaller com- 
petttors, which control the remaining part. 
and, which being weaker, woud suffer 
most from any tariff designed to punigh all 
the producers; ‘for, of course, the tariff 

must be made light or heavy for big and 
Httle producers alike. Moreover, such a 
corporation necessarily employs very many 
thousands of workmen, and the minute we 
proceeded from denunclation to action it 
would be necessary to consider the inter- 
ests of these workmen. Furthermore, the 
products of many trusts are unprotected, 
or. at most, very sli¢htly so.

FAMILY SEES THE NEED OF MOD-

Son Has Consequently Come to Amer- 
ica to Learn How to Improve 
Land—Now Working at 
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GEORGE M. YANKOVSKY. 


Special to the Post-Dispat-~h. 

MACON, Mo., Sept. 20.—With letters of 
credit, authorizing him to draw more 
money than many of the people for whom 
he works could raise in a lifetime, George 
M. Yankovsky of Viadivostok, Eastern 
Siberia, is touring the United States, work- 
ing as a farm hand and general all-around 
utility man in stockyards, ranches, stables 
and other callings related to the raising of 
stock and agriculture. 

Mr. Yankovsky's father is the owner of 
81,000 acres of good farming land on the 


Japan sea, near Viadivostok. It cost him 
rom the government about a ruble (half 
ollar) an acre, but since the construct on 

the Trans-Siberian railway it became 

@pparent to the Yankovsky family that 

their possessions were a virtual principali- 
ty. and that by the adoption of improved 

hods of farming there was hardly a 
limit to the revenue to be derived from 
them. Viadivostok is about on the same 
parallel as Chicago, and in the coun rr) 
thereabouts are raised the products 
peculiar to the north temperate zone. 


Bon Started Out 
to Learn Things. 

George Yankovsky was the first to realize 
that to utilize these acres there was much 
fo learn and he set about in his own way 
ecquiring the knowledge he needed. He de- 


cided the information could best be gained 
in the United States and last November 
he 1 at Francisco, unable to 
speak a word of Ergiish. He first went 
to Highland, Til., where he had a friend 
in the creamery business.

Mr. Yankoveky says he will consider the 
important part of his studies completed 
when he leaves American soll, and the 
balance of the trip will be merely for sight- 
seeing and recreation. 

He carries notebooks for the recording 
of data, and has numerous pictures of 
American fields and houses, barns, 
mills, machinery, etc. ‘Mr. Yankovsky is 
but 23%. and he congratulates himself that 
when the time comes for him to get mar- 
ried and take hold of the property that he 
will be able to mnewsurate a system of 
Gevelopment that will make every acre 
profitable.

But this fourth personality 
cannot be considered as composed of the 
other three. 

In his search for this extraordinary his- 
tory in putting together bit by bit the con- 
nected story of Hood's three existences, 
Dr. Gilbert brought to his aid hypnotism. 
At the word the suspicious smile incredu- 
lously. How many crimes, how many de- 
ceit® have been perpetrated in that name? 
But the histories: Hood told were not re- 
lated while he was hypnotized. Hypnotism 
was employed merely to transform Hood 
from one personality to another, and his 
history was then taken during his full con.

extract obtained from the body for the 
last six years. 

While Prof. Schafer has experimented 
with animals, the local physicians have 
used the extract on hopelessly diseased hu- 
man beings. Prof. Schafer and Dr. Kuh 
agree that the extract is a stimulant of a 
postitive character on the kidney, while 
Dr. Brower found its effects negative. 

The pituitary body in the brain, like the 
vermiform appendix, long was suffered to 
have no function. By the ancients it was 
ofnsidered the seat of the soul. 

Prof. Schafer thinks from his experiments 
that the pituitary body has the ‘‘function 
of a giand in the head far away from the 
object of operations."" Local physicians are 
not prepared tu say that his theory is un- 
true, but they urge that there is no direct 
connection with the kldneys as Prof. Schaf- 
er intimated. 

“] have made experiments with an ex- 
tract prepared from the plitulitary body for 
six years,”’ sald Dr. Brower.

Prof. Schafer's statement that the pituitary 
body's functions never have been discov- 
ered is not new by any means. There are 
many parts of the human body whose uses | 
are unknown. For instance, one-half the 
brain never has had ite functions deter 

mined. We have been working away pon 
these lines here for many years, and some 
dav nev discoveries will be made.’ 

Dr. Edwin J. Kuh said he observed 
several experiments made by his brother, 
Dr. Sydney Kuh, with an extract from the 
pituitary body 

“The ex eriments my brother made were 
not entirely successful,”” said Dr. Kuh. 
“They were temporarily encouraging, stim- 
ulating the patient,and reducing the symp- 
toms. In treating myxodema and sporadic 
cretinism the effect was ety no- 
ticeable, usually being good.” 

Dr. P. T. Burns, professor of anatomy at 
the Northwestern Medica!

Dr. Edward Albert Schafer, who declared 
beforé the British Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science that the pituitary 
body is like the vermiform appendix—de- 
void of functional relation to any other or- 
gan—is considered one of the most careful 
students in the world He was born at 
hHiornsey in 1850. He has written a series 
cf textbooks on histology and edited the 
eighth, ninth and tenth editions of “Quain's 
Anatomy.” At present he is professor of 
vhysiology at Edinburg and one of the sec- 
retmries of the association before which he 
spoke at Belfast. The pituitary body of 
which he spoke is a small ovoid aay at 
the base of the brain, once considered by 
the wise men to be the “seat of the soul.

The almost incessant work of the grand- 
jury during the past fortnight has contrib- 


uted the most remarkable chapter to the 


most remarkable series of boodle revela- 
tions in American history. The return of 
Murrell, brought back from Mexico by the 
Post-Dispatch, has had disastrous results 
to his associates in crime. 

The full fruition of the work which the 
Post-Dispatch, through Murrell'’s return, 
get in motion depends on the capture of 
Charies F. Kelly, who, it is believed, could 
convict the givers as well as the takers of 
the $47,500 lighting bill bribe. 

For the arrest and return of Kelly, or 


for evidence leading directly to that re- 


guilt, the Post-Dispatch has offered a re- 


‘qward of $1000, in addition to the state's 


reward of $3800. 


Four grandjuries, commencing last Jan- 
uary, have returned 71 indictments against 
90 men, of whom all but five are present 
or former public officials. The five private 
citizens who have been indicted are all 
reputed to be millionaires. 

Six distinct phases of municipal crooked- 
mess have been unearthed in the investiga- 
tion of the past nine months. 

Most barefaced of all the boodle deals 
was the sale of the votes of the House 
combine on the lighting bill, related by 
Murrell sncie his return.

There is a noisy clicking and clucking 
of telegraph ‘nstruments and typ2writers 
around the telegraph edi‘or. There are men 
who select and edit the news and write 
the head lines for it. There is a represen- 
tative of the Associated Press, a pneumatic 
aue connecting the department with the 
floor on whicn the type is set, operators of 
the Western Union and Postal Telegraph 
Co., and one man at a wire which runs 
from St. Louls to New York, and is not 
used for another thing in the world than 
tu serve the Post-Dispatch. 

A messenger boy com~win. He has tele- 
grams addressed t% the ‘Post-Dispatch.’ 
The tclegraph editor gets all the telig-ams 
so addressed,

Who is Johnson? And is that all he 
knows about it? 

No, you don't understand. Johnson is the 
Post-Dispatch correspondent at Prairie- 
ville.

He has a news 
connection. 

But it is a very small place. 

That's true, but not all the news hap- 
pens in big piaces. There are 2500 of these 
correspondents in North America who con- 
tribute to the news columns of the Post- 
Dispatch. It is fair to suppose that each 
of these is receiving news from other terri- 
tories: from as many as five other persons 
with news connections. As many persons 
may have facilities for gathering the news 
ofa county or even a half dozen counties. 

Johnson will learn more of the wreck 
than he has told.

He wants to know how much of a story 
he shall send. The telegraph editor wires 
him to “rush” 1000 words. With the head 
on it that will make almost a column in the 
paper.

And the other telegraph operators: 
are they? 

They are employes of the Western Union 
and Postal Telegraph Companies. They 
work every day and Saturday night in the 
“-s Dievatch office. They are connected

ye United States, and there is no point 

» «a telegfaph instrument which, 

yeh these persons by his side, the 
lopraph editor may not instantly reach. 
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This is not only true of points in the 
United States, but of those in Canada and 
Mexico and every foreign land. 

The long-distance telephone is becoming 
one of the telegraph ed. tors great aids. It 
enables him to hold a quick conversation 
with correspondents at many distant points. 
He may talk with his New York correspon- 
dent as satisfactorily as though they sat 
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in the same room. 

One of the telegraph editor's assistants 
goes over to one of the operator's type- 
writers and gets a sheet of copy. As he 
goes back to his desk to look it over you 
may peer over his shoulder and see what 
it is all about. It is the beginning of a 
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long story from Cleveland, O., giving the 
news of a state convention. 

Who sends this? 

The Associated Press. It has a corfe- 
spondent in Cleveland and every other city 
in the United States. Not only that, but 
it has correspon¢ its In every foreign city

In the office «f the New York World Is @ 
c@rrespondent of the Post-Dispatch. He has 
access to everyth!ng received by this great 
Now, York newspaper, with its incomparae- 
ble news service, its correrpondent In every 
great city and capital of the world, and its 
news gatherers in New Ycrk City. He may 
select f-om this anything desired by the 
Post-Dispatch. 

Now for a summing up of the Post-Dis- 
patch news gathering facilities. The direct 
correspondents, who number 2500, are al- 
most all 'n the circulation territory of the 
Post-Dispatch. that is, In Missouri, Ivinoia 
Iowa, Kansas, Nebraska, Indjana, Ken- 
tucky Tennesgee, Mississippi, Louisiana, 
Georgia, Alabama and the great Southwest. 

Then there are the 12,000 or 15.000 corre- 
spondents of the Associated Press, located 
in every city in the world, and all on the 
alert for news. Finally there are the news 
gatherers of the New York World, the 
most magnificent staff carried by any news- 
paper in the world. 

Not all of these correspondents contribute 
somthing every day. If they did the Post- 
Dispatch could not p®int it. Thirty thou- 
san:l correspondents sending as little as. 16 
words a day would make a paper of 300 
columns, or almost 530 pages. What they 
do is tO send the desirable news aa it hap- 
pens. The 2500 direct correspondents whose 
news concerns the territory in which the 
Post-Dispatch circulates may send in much 
news that could not be accept:d from @ 
point outside of this territory. The Asso- 
ciated Press and the news bureaus contri- 
bute upon.the same plan. The Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent in the Wew York 
World office sends only the news of most 
importance 

All of this matter comes to the telegraph- 
ic editor. He and his corps of trained men 
sift and select and edit it all. They use 
possibly but one-half of it, or maybe only 
a third, selecting what is of greatest im- 
nortance. 

The telegraph editor has near him the 
Vvost-Dispatch biographical department, In 
it are the clippings and pictures accum#- 
lated in years. A message brings the news 
that Cecil Rhodes is dead. The telegraph 
editor calls the custodian of the blograph+ 
ical department. This man runs down in 
the alphabetical arrangement of things un- 
til he finds “Rhodes.”” He draws forth an 
envelope. Much has been written of Ceell 
Rhodes. The mass of it is in here, clipped 
out and stored for this very moment. The 
Post-Dispatch has also a picture of Cecil 
Rhodes, many of them. One is brought 
forth and published with the story of his 
death. ‘The correspondent and the bilo- 
graphical department have both contributed 
to the story, and it is on the streets within 
three or four hours after his death. Such 
is the capacity of a great modern news 
paper like the Post-Dispatch.

The secret of success in the news field lies 
in ,having the field #o thoroughly covered | 
thet nothing can happen anywhere without 
the Oifice learning of it, so that ths city ed- 
itor may sit at his desk and know tha‘ 
if John Smith should jump into the Mis- 
siseippi from the Alton bridge he will 
be as certain to be informed of it as he. 
would be to know that a bomb had exploded | 
under a transit car in front of the office 
How is it done? Principally through the. 
reporter and the telephone. 

Normally the Post-Dispatch has 20 to % 
reporters, the number varying with the 
needs of the times. 

Each reporter covers a certain territory 
for which he is held responsible, the out- 
of-town men usually living in the towns 
centered in their reepective fields. Wach re- 
porter has his routine sources of informa- 
tion, the police, the courts, hospitals, rail- 
way stations, political headquarters, and 
his personal friendshins. The office has 
innumerable private news sources, and. 
very valuable, a fluctuating force of free 
lances not on the’ payroll, who sell their 
tips or stories for space rates or in bulk. 
“Tipstere,”” we call them. 

The reporter is the initiative factor in the 
making of a newspaper. Until hie task is 
accomplished not a wheel turns, and upon 
the result of his work, filtered and refine 
in ite long journey leading through the 
press and finally into the hands of the read- 
er, is builded the great achievements of 
modern newspapers. 

The minute a reporter gets a news iter 
he calls up the office. An alert youngst 
answers the phone and gives the reporte: 
message briefly to the city editor. The ci. 
editor talks to the reporter himeelf throug 
his desk extension to the telephone if nece:- 
sary or directs one of the writers to ‘“‘tak: 
the story,/“@tying him the spave allowanc: 
and the sfyle of*head. 

As soon as the Writer has written one 
page of copy—about 150 words—a copy- 
reader begins to edit it, shooting it up to 
the composing foom page at a time through 
the pneumatic tube. 

When big storics are on, the boodle scan- 
éal for ce, special arrangements are 
made for coVaring all phases of the story in 
ite many ramifications. Extra men are 
put on and the particular story is turned 
over to a staff picked for its fitness for the 
work.

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tablish headquarters at the acene of the 
stery or remain in the office directing his 
reporters, artiste and photographers by 
telephone. 

The fire story out of the way, the threads 
of routine temporarily dropped are again 
picked up and worked for their full value. 

On dayé when there are no extras, no big 
news, the energy of the staff is- employed 
in looking fr news or that which will gv 
to make a readable and attractive paper for 
the public, which, after ali, mukes the 
paper because it makes the news, always 
demands a good paper regardiess of how 
little it may have provided for the making. 

And this search for news is as fascinating 
as the miners’ séarch for nuggets and your 
reporter is as confident that something wil! 
turn up as was ever the illustrious Micaw- 
ber—the difference being that the reporter 
does not wait for it.

HERE is no other part of the Post-

ICTURES are the universal language. 
Pictures speak louder than words. 
These are axioms of the Post-Dis- 
patch—the great picture paper. An entire 
floor of its new building is given over to 
picture making. 

Mark Twain came to St. Louis not long 

Mark Twain is the first Missourian, 
end the Post-Dispatch must needs publish 
his picture—not as he looked before or 
after taking his long trip abroad, but as he 
looks today. 

Mark Twain was brought from his hotel 
to the new Post-Dispatch office and taken 
to the fifth floor. There he was photo- 
graphed by one of the Post-Dispatch pho- 
tographers in a gallery on the Broadway 
side. 

This occurred at 10 o'clock in the morning. 
The picture of the hero of Hannibal was to 
be published in the Post-Dispatch that same 
day. This is enough to disturb, in their 
resting place, the bones of Daguerre, who, 
leas than 7 years ago, made the first pho- 
tograph, but photography has been leading 
the strenuous life since the days of 
Dagverre. 

Mark Twain walked away from the came- 
ra and back to the east end of the floor, 
Where he stood a moment watching the 
engravers. As he stepped over to the ele- 
vator the photographer emerged from his 
dark room with the plate, bearing the hu- 
morist’s image. It had been developed and 
fized. It was ready to print. 

Time, five minutes. 

The pride of Hannibal stopped at the 

*th floor to look at the linotypes. If a 
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keyboards of their machines are like type- 
writer keyboards. The long, human-like 
arms reach for the lines, as each is com- 
plete, and carry them away to the mould, 

“Wonderful!” exclaims the man ~whd 
could -see the funny side of the Queen's 
jubilee. 

As he said it there passed from the pho- 
tographer to the artists a Velox print from 
the photographic plate of Mark Twain. It 
had been dried over a gas flame. 

Time after photograph was taken, 16 min- 
utes. 

The artist is busy with the picture of 
Mark Twain about five minutes. It is a 
touch here and there, sharpening the lines 
and emphasizing the contrasts. Then it 
goes to the photo-engraving department. 

Something is going to happen Mark 
Twain's picture now that did not happen 
photographs when the author of “Tom 
Sawyer’ was helping In publishing the old 
paper at Hannibal. 

It is going to be photographed again. 
Again? And only §% minutes after the man 
posed for the original? 

That Iikeness of Mark Twain must 
be transferred from the paper to metal be- 
fore it can be printed in a newspaper. It is 
a wonderful process. You won't find one of 
the pictures in a St. Louls newspaper file 
10 years old. They used chalk plates then.

The t. et m= tn the photo-engraving de- 
partmen ‘to receive the picture of Mark 
Twat the photographer. This pho- 
ty» opcer has. two cameras. They carry 
wr. plates, one of them as large a plate as 
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28x22 inches—a full-page illustration. It is 
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che largest newspaper camera in St. Louls. 

Do you know what a wet plate is? It 
is the old-style sensitized plate. The dry 
plate has replaced it in every other work 
than photo-engraving. The first dry plates 
were very expensive, and, even before they 
could be had at all, photographers went 
eut for pictures carrying collodion and asil- 
ver nitrate with which to sensitize their 
giase plates us they needed them. The 
collodion is flowed over the plate, forming 
over it a rubberdike film Then the plate 
is put in the silver bath. The silver will 
not adhere to the glass. But it will adhere 
to the collodion. So that side of the plate 
over which the collodion was flowed comes 
of the silver bath with a coating of 
silver wpon it It has been In the bath 
three minutes, and is taken out tn a dark 
room, because it is now sensitized,

The picture of Mark Twain is put up be- 
fore one of the big cameras Reflectors 
throw upon it the light of two arc lights of 
66 candle power. The illumination of the 
photograph is intense It blinds the eye 
to stand before it 

Mark Twain leaves the linotypes and goes 
down to the editorial rooms on the third 
floor. As he ohates there the photographer 
in the photo-engraving department comes 
out of his dark room with his plate tn the 
holder. His camera box does not atand 
upon a tripod, but upon a frame suapendea) 
vupen springs. Why upon springs’? Because 
there {se constant V breticn in a big Bt. Louls 
bullding. “It was 60 pronounced at the old 
Washington University, on Washington 
avenue, that the instructor in astronomy 
was compelled to do telescepic work with 
his class between midnight 5 o'clock in 
the morning, this being the t/ of least 
vibration in the building. a at

At one end of the frame on springs is the 
camera; at the other is the picture of Mark 
Twain with the intensely bright light upon 
it Every movement of the camera is the 
movement of the picture. Shake one and 
you. shake both. : 

The picture of Mark Twain is to be pub- 
lished two columns wide.. The original pho- 
tograph was made upon a 6%x8% plate. 

The photographer focuses to the proper 
size on the grotind giass of his big camera, 
and exposes his plate from three to five 
minutes. His wet plate is slower than the 
ordinary dry plate. 

The picture of Mark Twain is to be print- 
ed as a half tone, an entirely mechanical 
reproduction of the photograph. For witis 
reason a screen was placed vetween the wet 
plate and the photograph. This screen 
consists of two pieces of glass ruled’ with 
a fine diamond, the lines running di- 
agonally and being on some screens ax 
numerous as 250 to the inch. An opaque 
substance is rubbed into the scratches in 
the glass, leaving the interspaces clear, and 
the two glasses are then put together. 
To look through them is like lookin: 
through a fine web. Some of the screens 
are as coarse as 6 lines to the inch. The 
object of using this screen is to break up 
the image of the photograph into fine dots, 
which, when reproduced in the zinc plate, 
will catch the ink and give the proper ef- 
fects of light and shade. 

If a screen had not been used in making 
the half tone of Mark Twain it would have 
printed an ugly blotch of dead biack. The 
reader may easily distinguish the dots in 
a printed half tone, and by examination 
may understand their purpose. 


The photographer takes his plate intvu 
his dark room and develops and fixes it 
there just as developing and fixing are done 
in all photography. It is then taken and 
poured over with a thin solution of rub- 
ber, which is dried over a gas flame. Then 
another solution of collodion is applied 
and burned in by turning the plate face 
down on the gas flame. The rubber an. 
the second coat of collodion are put. on ano 
heated over the flame to give the negative 
body, or make it thick enough to be han 
dled, for it is to be stripped or peeled from 
the original plate and put face downwara 
upon another glass plate. The reason for 
turning it is easily understood.- In the 
negative made from the original the image 
of Mark Twain was reversed. When ic 
is stripped and put on the new plate it goes 
on right side up. : 

Now something very interesting 1s _ to 
happen to the patriarcha) head of Mark 
Twain. It is to be photographed in zinc. 
A thin piece of zinc is polished with char- 
coal untl the surface is perfectly smooth 
and bright as new silver. Then it is coated 
in a dark room, just as the wet plate was 
prepared for the first neg¢tive. 
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Glear glass front, and is clamped together 
securely. It is often said a man and his 
wife acquire a facial resemblance from as- 
sociation. This is what is going to happen 
the zinc plate and the film on the glass. 
They are gong to stand in the light of two 
arc lamps until the face of Mark Twain, 
cn the film, is acquired by the zinc plate. 
The light strikes through the film upon the 
sensitized surface of the zinc. It is a 6000 
candle-power light. The ight acts through 
the films on the zinc; where the film is 
dark the action is weak, and where it is 
light or transparent the action is strong. 
Thus the blacks and whites of the picture 
are reproduced. . 


The zinc plate and the glass plate are 
left together in the light 15 minutes. When 
it is taken out the zinc looks just as it did 
when it went in. It is taken into a dark 
room, from which white light is excluded, 
and is covered with a black paste known 
as etching ink, put on with a rubber roller. 
Then the plate is taken under a hydrant 
tap and rubbed with cotton in cold water.

the switchboard lets it have, by means of 
connecting wires, enough to work four 
powerful arc lights for photographic pur- 
poses, enough to operate its chemica! baths, 
enough to operate its routing and trimming 
machines, and all other mechanical ‘de- 
vices, by which plates are made and per- 
fected for the use of the press. 

The next Work to which this power genl 
turns his attention is that of furnishing 
lights for the illumination of the entire 
building; for, of course, all work is de- 
pendent upon ,the aid of good lights for the 
workmen. 

The next work is that of operating the 
linotypes, or “‘typesetting’’ machines, on the 
fourth floor. These machines constitute 
really the beginning of the manufactory 
department of the newspaper.. On each 
of these typesetting machines, which stand 
in a long row in the composing room, is a 
compact littl@ electric motor or engine, 
which moves only as the plant downStairs 
sends power to move it. Ms strength 
is rated one-fourth of one horse power, 
and when the lever is touched this obedient 
little machine starts upsand drives the 
large typesetting device without the slight- 
cst flash or noise or friction until another 
touch of thé lever relieves it from duty. 

The next work to which the geni of the 
lightning in the basement must turn his at- 
tention is that of operating the machines of 
the stereotype room, which is also on the 
fourth floor. For after the type has been 
set and made into forms, plates must be 
cast and finished for use on the presscs. 
The casting and stench by of these plates 


them is operated by its own electric en- 
gine, drawing current from the central 
power station. 

When the plates reach the press room, 
they are hurriedly seized by men in waiting, 
who have been summoned by electric signal, 
and each plate is carried to the press to 
which it belongs, where it ls clamped into 
place on a cylinder with such safety screws 
as insure that it will not wor” loose or fall 
out, no matter hhow fast the cylinder re- 
volves... When a full complement of plates 
has been received, so that the voress can 
turn out a complete paper, the electric gen- 
erators begin to feel that the printing of 
a@ newspaper is a very serious thing. If 
they could breathe, they would be heard 
to breathe hard, and even to grunt as one 
press after another responds to the push- 
button and begins to grind out papers. 
Take, for instance, the first press visible 
to a visitor at the Post-Dispatch office: It 
stands right in the front window on Broad- 
way, and is surrounded by plate glass and 
other dazzling things. When the button is 
pushed, and this amiable monster begins 
to progress majestically from a swish to a 
hum, the generators in the basement might 
be heard to remark to one another*that 
there must be something doing up abovée. 

The switchboard becomes attentive, and 
begins to pay out power in larger and 
larger quantities, along the wires leading 
to the machine that is calling for it. The 
indicator needle in the brass box on the 
marble surface begins to tremble and 
climb, as it registers more and more am- 
peres, showing th® load that is being car- 


and the generators must feel the real thrill 
of a strenuous life as they contemplate the 
needle on the marble switchboard, which 
tells them that they are supplying nearly 
300 horsepower of energy, and that some- 
body upstairs or downstairs is using it 
all up. 

Meanwhile the man back in the furnace 
room is getting very busy. When the press- 
es are silent he has a dreamy existence, 
which merely demands that he shall not 
omit the swinging of a bushel or two of 
coal into the furnace at regular intervals. 


But’ when the big machines begin to make 
a fuss, he has all sorts of exercise. 


Marvels of he 
Press Room. 


The presses deserve something more than 
the passing mention above accorded them. 


There are five of these wonderful machines 
in service—two in the basement and three 
on the main floor. Four of them are the 
product of R. Hoe Manufacturing Ca of 
New York and London. One was made by 
Walter Scott & Co. The general principle 
ef operation, in so far as it interests the 
layman who reads this, is the same in all, 
but there are differences in detail which, 
while of great importance, are interesting 
to the technical man only. 

These five presses have a total producing 
capacity, if fully equipped with plates, of 
132,000 papers of eight pages each per hour, 


THE PROCESS OF, MAKING STEREOTYPE PLATES 


Triniming @ stereotype plate. 
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ITHIN the remembrance of men 

now alive, the “power plant’ of a 

printing office moved about under 

the hat of some stalwart citizen, and ex- 

erted itself through his biceps, multiplied 

by the ingenious toggle-joint of a Wash- 

ington hand press. Six hundred impressions 

of a single page, or the equivalent of 7 

copies of an eight-page paper per hour, was 
a dizzy speed of production. 

If the new plant of steam and electricity 
which furnishes the energy for the Post- 
Dispatch were to become paralyzed under 
con ditions which would make !t necesfary 
to substitute the power of live horses, all 
the Norman draft horses that could be 
crowded into the space between building 
lines on Broadway, from Pine to Lo- 
cust street, would barely be equal in en- 
ergy to the machines now in service. 

T> make the illustration stronger, if the 
power of this plant were to be equaled by 
animal energy, it would require horses in 
procession of over one-h: nlf mile in length, 
two abreast, to accomplish it. 

The power is located, of course, in the 
busement, and occupies a rectangular space 
of only 24 by 91 feet. Fundamentally, it 
consiets of three steam boilers—the best 
that the Joseph F. Wangler bolier manufac- 
tery could turn out—having dimensions of 
a1 feet in lenech by 63 inches in diameter, 
with #0 four-inch flues In each. The seams 
on these bollecs are all butt-riveted. That 
is to say, the edges are brought fish 
against each other, and are secured ‘there 
by laying a strip of the same metal on top 
erm another on the bottom of the seams 
nod holding all together by three rows of 
rivets on each side of the joint. Greater 
security could not he desired. 

A smokestack four feet In diameter, tow- 
tring 26 feet above the altitudinous Bank 
of Commerce bullding next door. and hav- 
i ga heieht altogether of 185 feet, gives to 
ihe furnace under the boilers a draft aimost 
equal to that of a blast furnace. From the 
bellers the eteam is conveyed through a 
great 12-inch header to the cylinders of a 
battery of engines, more modern and per- 
fect, probably, than any other in the city.

@ very careful examination of what 
the market afforded. Their cylinders are 19 
by 18 tnches, and each engine develops 17% 
horse power. So perfectly are they bal- 
anced, and so entirely self-contained are 
they, that when running at full epeed they 
afe so free from vibration that a coin bal- 
anced on edge on one of their cylinders will 
not roll off.

Until a short time ago, electrically- 
equipped plants invélved a great band wheel 
on each engine, and a long belt leading to 
the dynamo or generator, located sume dis- 
tance away. That construction mea:it a 
great waste of space and much inccnveni- 
ence through slippirg of belts. In the plant 
under description, this construction is very 
much eimplifed by each engine shaft be- 
ing lengthened sufficiently for the ayma.- 
ture of the generator to be driven tightly 
onto the engfhe shaft itself, so that by 
one solid piece of iron the engine and dy- 
namo are made a unit without the interven- 
tion of belts, and with the greatest econ- 
omy of space. The boilers, engines and dy- 
namos thus described constitute the manu- 
factory of power. 

The coal under the boilers and the water 
in the bollers combine to make steam. The 
steam drives the engines. The engines, by 
operating the generators, develop a great 
store of electricity and this is the ultl- 
mate. In other words, it is from this 
Store that the work of the printing office 
is accom)).ished. 


An Intelligent 
Switchboard. 


The first place, possibly, where any of 
this energy is needed is in the art roon. on 
the fitth ficer, wuere the work is lone 
through w'vic's pictures are present-1 to 
the newspapcr reader. A line of wire cabie 
leads off from the generators to a great 
marble switchboard, which ts a thing of 
beauty in itself, and which was manufac- 
tured and put in place by the Frank Adam 
Electric Co. It is®the function of this 
switchboard to act as a dispensary and to 
deliver to the various parts of the build- 
ing only so much power as is needed to do 
the respective pieces of work, and not 
enough to melt or burn up the mechanisms 
through which the work is done. This 
ewitchboard is such an Intelligent agent, 
that if any machine in the bullding attempts 
to do more than it is desatgned to do, @ 
polished brass lever files a protest by 
springing out of place and giving the 
alarm by shutting off the supply of elec- 
tricity of that quarter. In other words, 
ite action declares positively that some- 
body in the building is trying to overwork 
some part of the machinery, which would 
bring about disorder, and until that person 
is brought to account and the machine 
properly regulated, it will refuse to let 
any more electricity go to that point.

All of the machines which are used in the 
preparation of these stereotype plates are 
driven by electricity. Each one has its own 
little motor or engine stowed away on a

Having thus provedeu all of the energy 
essential to the completion of the plates 
necessary to the equipment of the presses, 
the electric spirit in the generator room 
animates another set of wires and lowers 
these heavy plates from the stereotype 
room on the fourth floor to the press rooms

standard of speed, and the indicator:.stands 
still at a point which, interpreted,ehows that 
the press is using 45-horsepower. Presently 
another press starts up, and the indicator 
needle makes another leap, meaning more 
horsepower, while the automatic controlling 
devices pay out the current to meet the 
rew demand for energy. Another follows, 
and another, until, with all of the presses 
in operation, the outgo for these machines 
alone registers 125 horsepower. With ele-

But, of 
course, ft is a rare occasion when they all 
run at one time on one class of work. The 
latest addition to the equipment is the Hoe 
sextuple color press, which is conspicuously 
visible from Broadway, and some detailed 
information as to this machine will serve 
to characterize the full plant. 

This press is one of the finest and most 
up-to-date newspaper and combination 
color presses ever constructed. 

It is called a color quadruple and sex- 
tuple combination press. It is constructed 
throughout all its parts with a view of 
doing the very finest color and half-tone 
work as weil as the ordinary newspaper

vores clovatecs tn the building, and each ofvullding to fairy equiver with lightning, issued daily. It is usual in combination 
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presses to have the largest part of the ma- 
chine to do newspaper and only part of the 
press for fine work, but in this press the 
finest work can be d6ne on every pair of 
cylinders, special ink distribution being 
provided to ink the plates on all cylinders. 
Another feature of this press is that you’ 
can plate it entirely with stereotype plates, 
or, if fine work is required, with electro- 
type plates, In one case it would be the 
finest newspaper press ever constructed: 
in the other case it will rank with the con- 
struction of the fine multi-color presses, 
which print from electrotype plates only. 
The new press is 26 feet long, 12 feet 
wide and 15 feet high, weighs 70 tons and 
requires 50 horse-power motor to operate 
it. To ink the plates requires 88 rollers and 
10 ink fountains, each containing 100 pounds 
of ink. To cover the cylinders with stereo- 
type plates, 56 in all, requires 2800 pounds of 
stereotype metal. When running full the 
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press has three rolls of paper equal in 
width to four pages of the Post-Dispatch 
feeding it. 

Each roll weighs 1500 Ibs., so, when the 
press starts, it is supplied with 4500 pounds 
of paper. When running at full speed the 
paper travels through the press at a speed 
of 1000 feet per minute, printing four cop- 
ies of the St. Louts Post-Dispatch at one 
time, each containing 12 pages, delivering 
them printed in colors, all associated, past- 
ed, folded and counted ready for the pub- 
lic. 

The steam and electric plant was laid out 
by Herbert Wagner, electrical engineer, in 
consultation as to steam, with Prof. lL. H. 
Kinnealy of Washington University, and 
as to electrical features with Prof. H. H. 
Humphrers. The erection, from inaugura- 
tion to completion, was under the imme- 
diate supervision of Mr. Joseph A. Os- 
born, who Ons ta Mr. Wagner.

The picture of Mark Twain is now ready 
for etching. It is put in a bath of nitric 
acid, which decomposes zinc. Wherever 
the zinc is not protected by ink and etching 
powdor the acid eats it away. Thus, by de- 
grees, as the unprotected zinc is eaten 
down, the picture is left in relief. 


When the plate has been sufficiently 
etched it Is taken out and the half ton® 
portions protected by painting them over. 
Then the plate is returned to the bath. As 
the lines begin to stand out from the sur- 
face care must be taken that the acid does 
not eat under and separate them from the 
rest of the plate. This is avoided by re- 
moving the plate at intervals and applying 
more powder to the design. The periods 
during which the plate is In the bath are 
well named. They are called bites. 

When etched the proper depth, the plate 
is dried and taken to the routing machine. 
The picture of Mark Twain is in the metai 
now. The humorist is down on the grouna 
floor admiring the big presses. 

The router is a swiftly revolving too: 
which cuts the metal away from the pic- 
ture, leaving it high in relief. This tool 
turns from 18,000 to 24,000 times a minute. 
Then the edges of the plate are trimmed 
true, and it goes to a skillful engraver, who 
works over it with sharp tools, taking out 
Te end imperfections.

On a reeent visit to St. Louis Mr. Stacey 
brought one of the canes and a photograph 
of the easel, buby buggy, ctc., t@ the Poat- 
Disratch office. . 

The cane is of the regulation leagth< 
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the top, tapering to a half an inch at the 
base. it has a characteristically corncobD 
appearance. It looks just if it was made 
of several section of large corncob pipe 
bowls. 

Mr. Stacer explains the process of manu- 
facture as follows: 

lie bores a hole through the center of 
each cob he uses and then shaves its outer 
surface to the required size. Then the cobs 
ape sueceessively driven on a narrow hick- 
ary stick. It fits closely into the hole 
bored In the center of the corncobs.’ 

The hickory stick is cut the exact length 
of:the cane if the cane is to be straight, 
that without a crooked handle. The end 
is then rounded. . 

A filling, the exact ingredients of which 
Mr. Siacey pfefers not to disclose, is then 
rubbed over the cobs and when the surface 


is 


has been made smooth the shellac and 
varnish are added. 

In case a crooked handle is to be affixed 
to the top of the cane an iron rod is in- 
serted in the cob making the handle and 
crooked into the hole in the top cob. This 
is necessary because a hickory stick could 
not be crooked and retain its durability. 

The canes which Mr. Stacey presented to 
Messrs. Francis and Thompson were fitted 
with silver plates bearing the names of the 
donor and the recipient. 

Mr. Stacey is at present confining his at- 
tention particujJarly to the canes. He will 
not attempt to manufacture any corncob 
furniture for the present. 

He says he has hopes of organizing a 
stock company to manufacture the oanes 
as soon as he gets his patent. He thinks 
they will become an attractive World’s Fair

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For the hall ‘tree, which he made of cogn-~ 
coba, Mr. Stacey says-he has already been 
offered $50.

In his first aftempts to make the corncod 
canes Mr. Stacey found that the cobs 
shrunk after he placed them on the hi 
rod when exp2sed to heat, and left spacew 
at the joints. i Maes 

To overcome this difficulty Mr. Stacey 
exposed the cobs to a heat of 16 degrees 
befcre placing them on the rod. After that 
there was no shrinkage. . 

He explains thet the inner portion of the 
cob—the flint portion, he calis it—ts hard 
and durable, and, therefore, makes a sulit@- 
ble surface for a cane.

tively small fires in St. Louis whici 

resulted in considerable loss of life; 
but such disasters are rare exceptions. Up- 
on the whole this city is singularly free 
from conflagrations such as other cities, 
large and small, frequently suffer. 

This appears to be true nothwithstand- 
ing the fact that in certain sections of St. 
Louls there are many ramshackle old 
structures that are firetraps extraordinary. 

When. of the men who fight fires and 
keep down the general percentage?

How would Sou like to leave wife 
and bairne at home and go to sleep every 
night in a bed drawn up close to a hole 
in the floor, dressed in your undergarments, 
shirt and socks, with your trousers fast- 
ened to the legs of a pair o& big rubber 
boots standing beside the bed, so that you 
could finish dressing in three seconds when 
the clamorous gong aroused you, ig any 
sort of weather, to hasten to a fire? 

How would you like to slide down a brass 
pole, with sleep still sticking your eyes 
together, with your free hand snapping 
the belt that buckles on your trousers, and 
dash out of the engine house and up the 
street and away, putting on your hat and 
coat as the engine or truck speeds along? 

How would you like to sit around the 
engine or truck house 21 hours a day, with 
a little grooming of the horses and pol- 
ishing of the machine brasses as your only 
pastime, unless it is pa@time to swap stale 
tales and yawn for something livelier? 

How would you like to be the fireman’ 

The St. Louis fireman, he who, even more 
than the policeman, guards your home and 
your store while you sleep, does all tnese 
things and more. 

There is. however. one oasis tn this aes- 
ert of duties. Every twelfth day the fire- 
man gete a lay-off. Once in 12 days he 
takes a full 24 hours off duty. During that 
time he actually has the privilege of: visit- 
ing his wife and children. He can £0 
fighing, if he likes, or trolley riding, or 
ping-ponging, or even golfing. 

For that 24 hours he is free, except that 
he must not go so far away from his sta- 
tion that he cannot return by the end of 
the holiday. 

This twelfth day oasis offers the fireman

There is much of humdrum in the tire- 
man’s life, ae these little insights will 
show.

A ‘horse. "to make a 
Zood animal forthe department, must be 
above the average in intelligence., I can 
tell a bright horse from a dull one by his 
appearance; and the bright kind, those that 
can learn readily and reffiember, are the 
kind we want. ' 

Some horses learn in two or three days to 
take their places under the harness when 
the bell rings. Others require much long- 
er training! 

One thing St. Louis needs is a training 
school for horses, where all animals pur- 
chased for the department may Be sent for 
a course of instruction. They shoyld be 
graduated from this institution before be- 
ing assigned to trucks or engines, A 
school for horses would be of material 
benefit to the department in its work. 

One system in operation here that greatly 
lessens the probability of fire disasters is 
that of monthly inspections. Every month 
the foremen and assistant foremen make 
inspections of the buildings tm their dis- 
tricts, particularly the business buildings, 
and they fill out a blank showing the lo- 
cation of doors, windows, elevator shafts, 
skylights, trap doors, drain valves, shut-oF 
valves, open hatches, etc., which is turned 
into this office. 


When a fire is raging it is well to know 
the interior of the building, and these 
records furnish the necessary information. 

The philosophy of putting out a fire its to 
get on a Iine with it. Uniess the firemen 
can play water upon a fire there is not 
much use to. try to subdue ft. Water 
thrown into a building from below wil! hit 
the root and splatter upon the flames, to 
some extent, but water thrown from «4 
point on a line with the blage will hit the 
hlaze in full foree, That is why the water 
towers in general use now are so valuable. 
They enable the firemen with the hose to 
be elevated to a point on a line with the 
fire. 

. should like to call attention to the fact 
that every good citizen can ald materially 
in reducing the percentage of fires by using 
the necessary precaution and not keeping 
ollg or other combustibles tn improper 
places. 

fast year we had In St. Louis 2732 fire 
alarms. Most of these, of course, amounted 
to little or nothing, as the blazer were put 
out by the department without delay. The 
number for 1901, however. was above the 
average, which ie about 2200 @ year. 

The St. Louts paid fire department was 
organized in 1859. Before that year volunteer 
fremen did the work. 

At present the cost of running the de- 
partment is about $700.00 a year. This in- 
cludes new apparatus and the repairs to 
engine houses.

HUNDER MOUNTAIN is a Klondike 
Proposition. It is almost as hard 
to reach as the Alaska gold fields, 
and the mineral riches of the district may 
prove to be as great as those of Klondike. 

Peril is not lacking at any point along 
the narrow. trail—two feet is its customary 
width. 

The pack train ahead of us lost 13 horses 
in. attempting to ford mountain streams. 
Three men in the same party were killed 
by @ snowslide. 


The roads are the roughest imaginable. 
It is an awful trip. On the return three of 
our horses, rolled down the mountain side 
ho their death; a single slip on a stone 
means the loss of the horee and his burden, 
whether that be provisions or a human 
being. 


, We walked about as much as we rode, not 
caring to take chances on our lives by rid- 
ing along the narrowest of the slopes. The 
siope for part of the distance was one of 
2000 feet. 

Mountain fever is the most common dis- 
ease in those parts. That was what we 
at first suppesed ta be the matter with 
our guide, who became sick on the sec- 
ond day out from Bois. 

When he broke out on the twelfth day

'. ‘Was firmly grasped the other day 

by white-haired men who remind- 

ed him of the time when they played Ir- 

dtans and soldiers together, he fek that 

he was really back in the little village of 

Westminster, Maas, where he was born 

and where he lived until he wag 17 years 
ald. 

Tt was the first time he had retumed to 
his pative town since he became the gen- 
eral commanding the United Statcs army, 
and one of the great men in the Jand. He 
was in Westminster six years ago, but that 
really should not count. He wasn't the 
head of the army then, for one thing, and 
then his coming was unheralded and his 
stay very brief. He was gone before the 
townspeople knew that he had arrived. 

Of course Westminster has watched the 
rise of Gen. Miles with pride. It has fewer 
than 1400 people, but it is a°very old town. 
The general commanding the United States 
army is easily the most distinguished man 
it has ever produced. One holding his po- 
sition and having hie military record would 
shed luster on a much larger community, 


ANXIOUS TO SEE THE GENERAL. 


Repeatedly the people of Westminster 
have sent word to Gen. Miles asking him 
to come to Westminster that they might 
show him how proud they were of him, 
and incidentally ‘“‘swap'’’ stories with him 
about old times. Gen. Miles’ older brother, 
Daniel C. Miles, state bank examiner of 
Massachusetts, makes his home in West- 
minster and is its most important citi- 
gen. It was thought that he ought to be 
able to draw the general thither. But he 
didn’t succeed until the time came to dedi- 
eate the new Forbush library, a particularly 
handsome building given to the town by one 
of the family whose name it bears. Natural- 
ly Gen. Miles couldn’t refuse euch an in- 
vitation. 

The fact of his coming was, of course, 
announced weeks beforehand, and /every- 
body for miles around gathered at West- 
suinster, which is fewer than ten miles 
west of Fitchburg, to do him honor. 

There were not nearly so many of his 
‘ald playmates present as he expected, but 


there was a goodly number and ali his! 


contemporaries remembered him: Most of 
his: chums long ago left Westminster, It 
doesn't offer many opportunities for an am- 


hitious boy. 
COULDWT RECOGNIZE THEM ALL. 


Gen. Miles couldn't recognize many of his 
boyhood friends offhand. With one or two 
exceptions he hasnt seen them in @ or 50 
years, and that makes changes in per- 
sonal appearance which defies the keonest 
sneroorics, 

Pretty nearly everybody in these United 
@tates has hed opportunity to see pictures 
of Gen. Miles, and therefore his features 
were familiar, But when the old friends 
tol4 him their names and recalied incidents 
the general's face would light up and he 
would laugh with the joyous abendon of a 
boy. \ 

There was “Jim” Burpec, who stil! lives 
et the “Narrows”—about a mile from the 
town hall of Westminster, where its tho 
Miles homestead. Time has dealt more 
rudely with “Jim” than @ has with the 
general, and it wasn't easy to imagine that 
he was @& most promising wrestier as a 
boy. 

The futitire general caused a deal of trou- 
ble for “Jim” and his, brother something 
more than half a century ago. 

“Nelaon didn't care much for the ordinary 
fighting.” said George Harris, in talking to 
a writer for the Sunday Posct-Dispatch. 
Harris ia one of the few friends of Gen. 
Miles’ boyheod ieft in Westminster. “He 
was a pretty husky fighter himself—a real 

fighter, who could hold his own, but 
he was better on strategy.”

J. M. Moore, who now lives in Gardner, 
about five miles west of Westminster, came 
to the latter town when Gen. Miles was 
there, and his reminiscences went further 
back than those of most of the old resi- 
dente. For Mr. Moore was Gen. Mile’ 
frst school teacher, in old No, 4 Gstrict 
school. It was one of those lttle red 
schoolhouses that have done more for this 
country than enything else. 

“When Gen. Miles came to the school 
he was a very small boy—so small that he 
had to be placed on the front seat,”’ said 
Mr. Moore. “I hadn't the faintest idea 
then that he would come to ‘his present 
proud place. He was just a plain country 
boy, perhaps a mite more active than the 
other boys, and he learned very easily. Tle 
was a pretty gocd boy as boys go.” 

Gen. Miles couldn’t vieit the schorxlhouse 
that he first entered as a scholar for the 
reason that it was burned or torn down. 
And he didn't go there very long, anyway. 
He went to another school, over which his 
brother presided, and which still stands. 
In fact, Daniel Miles taught ali of the 
younger members of his family. Daniel 
Miles is a much larger man physically tha than 
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the general, and in his youthful days the 
youngest child of the Miles family ‘stood 
in as much awe of his big brother as he 
4id of anybody. Although if Daniel thrashed 
Nelson there was an accounting at home. 
The youngest child was the mother’s fa- 
vorite.

TALEED ABOUT THE OLD DAYS.

HAVE been greatly pleased by the in- 
| terest which the little Post-Dispatch 

gardeners have shown in the insect 
pests that infest their gardens and I am 
delighted to have the opportunity to identi- 
fy some of them. Watchfulness in this di- 
rection will have a two-fold result. One 
of these will be the acquirement of infor- 
mation of how best to get free from these 
pests and thus rid the gardens of them. 

The other will be the establishment of an 
immediate interest In insect life on the 
part of the children and that is something 
that I have long felt that parents and 
teachers should encourage. 

One of the caterpillars presented to me is 
an inch and a quarter long, is a bright 
green color and has a number of black 
marks around the body. It has feelers or 
spiracies, two at each end of the body. 
This caterpillar lives as a rule on the milk 
weed and for that reason the butterfly Into 
\which it is trahsformed is known as the 
“milk weed butterfiy.”” It, however, will 
eat other green things and for that reason 
was found in a flower garden. 

It transforms first into a chrysalis of 
great beauty, marked with green and gold 
points and finally into a butterfly that is 
handsome and quite large, of a rich tawny 
orange color, bordered with rich velvety 
black on the upper wings, and quite three 
(aches across the wings. Scientifically 
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this bytterfiy is known as Danias Archip- 
pus, It is the caterpillar that harms vege- 
tation; the butterfly eats nothing but the 
homey of flowers. 

The Mttle plain green caterpillar is also 
the forerunner of a butterfly, one of the 
commonest kind, known as the cabbage 
butterfly. 

The wings of the butterfly are a dull 
white, occasionally tinged with yellow and 
someties marked with black edging. The 
difference is merely one of family—like 


the difference between *he negro and the. 


Indian in the human family. The cater- 
pill eats everything and anything that 
is Bone and is very destructive to flower 
gardens. Scientifically this butterfly is 
known as Pieris rapae. 

The third caterpillar is the common green 
tomato worm, large, fat and always hun- 
gry. It grows to the length of two inches 
and transforms into a moth that has a 
four to five-inch spread of wing. This 
moth files only at night, therefore is little 
seen except by entomologists. The trans- 
formation takes place under ground and the 
cocoon is a queer looking object with a tail 
like a rat curved under it. This worm is 
not the same as the tobacco worm, which it 
resembles. 

I have also before me three kinds of! 
Bear mgth caterpillars. These are the 
wooly or hairy fellows that are seen every- 
where. They eat and march and march and 
eat, and their hunger seems never satis- 
fied. 

These caterpillars are in several colors, 
yellow, white, brown and black. They 
make a cocoon from their own hair after 
they have done all the damage to the Post- 
Dispatch gardens that they can and then 
they turn into white millers or the Virginia 
Ermine moth. These moths also fly at 
night. 

The most interesting of all the worms 
that have been sent in is one that is full 
3 inches long. It is a deep glistening brown 
in color with diagonal cream colored spots 
on his sides. This is the caterpillar of the 
Philampelus Achemon or Shin moths. one 
of the most beautiful of the night-flying 
epidoptera. This caterpillar makes its 
cocoon In the earth and after six months 
there he emerges a full-fledged month.

LTOGETHER probably the best rem- 
edy for the insects mentioned in the 
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plants on which the insects are working, 
either by dusting the powder on the plants 
in the morning when they. are wet with 
dew or by dissolving one ounce of the 
powder in twv gallons of water and sprink- 
ling the plants with the mixture. Of these 
two methods the water mixture is much 
Preferred as there is less waste, and the 
poison is more likely to reac *h all parts of 
the plants. 

The under side of the leaves should be 
reached as well as the upper side. and to 
co this a small spray pump is the best, 
However, if it is not convenient to get a 
spray pump, effective work can be done by 
applying the mixture with an ordinary 
sprinkling can. 

It is more difticult to get to the under 
side of the leaves, but by getting close 
around them and bending some part way 
ove> nearly all parts can be reached. If 
there should be some live insects, two or 
three days after the spraying has been 
done, the operation should be. repeated. 
With some insects other broods may ap- 
pear later In the same season, when they 
should be treated in the same way.

The stability of the wonder ship will be as 
prominent a factor as her speed. Every 
one who has been aboard the Arrow com- 
ments on her stability and the entire ab- 
sence of vibration even when she is run- 
ning at highest speed. The same qualities 
will distinguish the three-day ship. 

The mere fact that five separate sets of 
engines are at work simultaneously will 
prevent appreciable vibration, which re- 
sults from the thrill and throb of one en- 
gine or of two engines working together. 

Wave motion will affect the three-day 
ship very little. A slow ship climbs up the 
side of a wave, balances on the crest and 
slides down the other side. Thus occurs 
the phenomena of pitching, which causes 
more illness and distress than any other 
motion on shipboard. .The faster a ship 
goes the less mitching he feels, especially 
if she has a long and relatively slender 
body. 

The three-day ship will be so long and go 
so fast that she will not pitch at all, at 
least not so much as to affect the nerve 
centers of the most sensitive passengers.

Wayward 
grace, romance, enthusiasm, caprice that 
tires everything and touches nothing that 
it does not adorn is possibly the best de- 
scription or analysis of her style. Her work 
shows freedom and understanding and the 
rare beauty of harmonious tone. 

Miss Ostertag does not confine her art to 
poster painting. One has to enter into her 
studio to realize how many themes and ma- 
terials she has experimented with, and with 
what fine feeling she has handled all. On 
the walls of her studio in Chicago are life- 
sized portraits in oll, iowtoned pictures of 
domestic life, a few broad and simple land- 
scapes. She has made Urilliant essays at 
decorative work from an exquisite mantei 
for a library to posters. 

In thé latest magazines are illustrations 
from this clever young artist. She is also 
clever in monotypes. To the layman, the 
monotype seems to indirect and waste- 
ful, yet some subtie pecullarities of its own 
endear it to the heart of the artists, who 
are apt to be wasteful folks, and Miss 
Ostertag uses it with notable success. 

On the door opening from the reception
